But fo ag much 


as they doe pet not onely refuſe him, but

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him with execrable curſings,and cruel ſpow 
ling this ſeede in his members ſo horribly; 
there is no cauſe, why they ſhoulde pꝛeſum 
to challenge any pꝛerogatyue of the po⸗ 
myſe, ſith the perſon could not pꝛeſcribe vy 
the pzomyſe as made vnto him, but in re- 
ſpecte of the ſeede. But why was not this 
beneſite of fayth and beliefe in Chut im ⸗ 
partened to the Yewes , as well as to the 
Oentiles indifferent ly: Some queſtion in 
deede myght de mooued herein, if theſame 
had not alreadie bene diſcuſſed by his Pꝛo⸗ 
phetes ſufficientiy.: to wytte That the 
Jewes them lelues ſpoulde lonthe; reiece, 
| yea, and pꝛocure che death ol their owne 
Meſſhias. And it yet any perſon wyll ſerme 
: ſo captious to be further inquiſitiue to learne 
why the Jewes are not able to compꝛehende 
that, which is layde open to the Gentiles; 
the ſame map be ſatiffped with this fitte and 
—— anlwere: Whereas the Jewes 
f were thꝛoughlyperſwaded in minde, and 
eonfirmedinconſtience ,by tuſtome ot long 
\ ance continuance, that no ryghteouſneſſe was 
dre eile arteptable in the lygbt of God, but that 
common which conſiſted in perfourming the wozkes 
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fites, and ceremonies of the ſame, and that 
this falſe conceaued opinion, ſo deeply rooted 
inthe heartes ol men, coulde by no meanes 
els be extirped and plucked out, but by the 
vndermyning, and vtter ouerthzowe ofthe 
name of that nation; che whole common 
wealth thereof , together with all the Da⸗ 
crifices and ceremonies appertaynung there⸗ 
unto, Deereok ſp2ang all that blyndeneſſe, 
andſubnerſion of the Jewes, albeit the ſame 
blyndnes infectednot all in generall, no the 
ſame deſtruction was allotted vnto them, to 
endure fo? euer. 

But by this example it may happely ber 
thought. that God did execute too much cru. 
eltie and rigour agaynſt thoſe ſeely met⸗ 
ches the Jewes. Admitte in deede, that it 
was ſo. This was therefoze a good leſſon to 
foxewarne vs, accozdyng to Saint Paules 
aduertiſement, that wee ſhoulde duely , and 
with carefull conſiveration exactly examine 
the ſeueritie of Gad: and not his ſeueriti? me c. 


all: That ſo thzough the 222 
of the one, wee bee reſtrayned 


in-a_couenable feare , and chzough the 
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be rayſed to thankefulneſſe and duetyfidſ 

laue towardes God, A very lyuely exam 
— of Gods ſeueritie is heere.expyeſs! 
en in the Jewes, who beeyng fallen from 

their auncient dignitie, were ouerwhelmey: 
with ſach blyndenen that notwithſtanding 
Chꝛiſt ( whole comming then looked fo2 ma 
ny hundzed yetres) was come already, and 
conuerſaunt amongſt them, they ſhoulde pet 
purſue him with contumekous repzoches;; 
rayle vpon him, and perſerute him. The like 
preſident of Gods lenitie and gentlenes, aps 
peared in vs that are Gentiles, manikeſtiy: 
whome ot his free mercie, he freely vouchla ⸗ 
fed to aſſociate into the felowſhip of ſuch ine ⸗ 
ſtimable bleſſedneſle, which was neyther due 
fo our parentage, noꝛ coulde be purchaſed 
by any our deſeruinges. Sythence this is 
molk true, what remayneth, (ye men and 
. jethzen beloued in our Lode and ſauiour 
Jeſu Chit ) but chat accoꝛding to the coun-

confintallp recoꝛdiug the example of the 
Jewes, wee become moe circumſpecte, 
and learne by their rupne., what we vughe 
to feare, and what wee ought co eſchewe?

of Elay)pꝛocure dur dwelling” wich denou-,. ,. 
ring fire, and make our habiratidns in euer 
laſting flames? Fo; what can de noze dꝛead⸗ 
full foz mans we ale _— 
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with God without Chaift : From $ whichJ- 
. beſeech our ſauiour Chzilt to pꝛeſexue vs al. 
The other is, leſt we ſhould fooliſhln flat⸗ 
ter ourſelues at other mens harmes. Faith 
is the gift of God, and conſiſtech not in anit 
demonſtration of mans umagination: where 
vnto if it were poſlible co attaine by. force of: . 
nature, by woꝛkes, by dewe deſeruings ofthe: 
Lawe, by ceremonies, by parentage, o nobi⸗ 
litie of race: ſuxely the Jewes as they wert 
aur auncients in peres, ſo appꝛoched neerer 
— election then we, Put conſidering this: 
py hr ius faith dependeth vpon the free mercy af God:

Abraham, Iſaac, and Iacobe 
No ſheh, Samuel, and Elizahu with the reſt af 
the Pꝛophets were good men, and by them 
God wꝛought wonderfull things, and yet us 
neuer woꝛſhipped any of them. And we cn 
not thinke that this wiſedome was o2 ſhould 
haue bene hidden from all them, and all dur 
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fathers,if it had bene ſo great wildome in the 
ſight ol our God. They lap vnto vs often- 
tunes, that they donot-wozſhippe them as 
Gods, but they woꝛſhip God in them. Net- 
ther are the Deathen, we ſay,that are rounde 
about vs ſo blinded with the imagination ok 
their heartes, as that they thinke that the 
* ſtockes & ſtones carued, oꝛ the tables which 
they paint them ſelues, to be God: but they 
are perſuaded that the liuing God may bee 


TY worthipped and fernedinthem, And as for
